Burglary of the Magnolia apart- 
ments Wednesday was solved this 
morning with the arrest by Upland 
police officers of an escaped con- 
vict from an Arizona prison who 
is also wanted by police of other 
cities. 

Raymond Ray Melton, 18, was 
picked up by Ontario police offi- 
cers last night on a charge of 
vagrancy. Officer Henry Younge 
of the Upland department went 
to Ontario this morning and ques. 
tioned Melton, who admitted en- 
tering three rooms at the Magnolia 
apartments. 

Melton told Officer Younge he 
took a red coin. purse. from a| 
dresser drawer containing $2 ¢ 
change. He was arrested 
charge of burglary and held te 
hearing before Judge Fred H. 
Jacobs. 

The defendant is in Ontario city 
jail but the Upland police depart- 
ment has been informed by Lonz 
Beach officers that he is wanted 
there for burglaries. He is also 
identified as the man who escaped 
from a prison at Fort Grant, Ariz., 
recently. 

Melton came to Upland Wed- 
nesday and said he entered the 
Magnolia apartments, then went 
to Ontario. 


Police Chief Eugene L. Mueller 
stated Upland and Ontario will 
probably be asked to postpone 
court trials against Melton until 
he has answered more serious 
charges at Long Beach. 

Judge Jacobs said Melton will 
be arraigned this afternoon. If 
he:is held for superior court oii 
the felony charge of burglary, the 
San Bernardino district attorney. 
will have to decide whether or not 
to release hi mto Long Beach au- 
thorities before proceeding with 
the trial.

War Previewed Renouned Cellist

Some people do not want the 
war to énd, William Henry Cook, 
professor of government at Clare- 
mont college, told the Upland Ro- 
tary club members at their lunch- 
eon meeting Wednesday in the 
Upland Woman’s club house. 

Others are very uncertain about 
the days to come, foreseeing the 
possibility of winning the war but 
a falling out of the United Na- 
tions .at the peace table by petty 
quarrels. 

Nevertheless, Prof. Cook, re- 
viewing and previewing the war, 
finds hope of quick victory and a 
way to peace as pointed out at the 
Dumbarton Oaks conference. 

In Europe, the trend of the war 
is again favoring the United Na- 
tions, forcing the Germans to re- 
treat. 

In the Orient, the Americans 
are preparing to enter Manila, he 
stated, and while the Japanese are 
entrenched on the Asiatic contin- 
ent, there is a hope that Russia 
will join with the United States, 
Britain and China in a three-way 


-thiust.. He-statediit-is reasonable 


to guess that in 1945 Japan’s sup- 
ply lines will be cut. 

Our great problem in America, 
he said, is racial. We have not 
only the Mexican problem and 
that of South America, but, within 
our own borders, we have the 
Negroes and Japanese and other 
races. United States, he stated, 
must stand by its creed of freedom 
regardless of race or color.

Furniture Refinishing 
Explained at Lions 
Club Meeting 


“You Can Do It “Yourself” was 
the title of J. Harvey Siegrist’s 
talk at the Upland Lions club in 
the Upland Woman’s club house at 
noon yesterday and that “you can 
do it yourself when it comes to re- 
finishing furniture,”

finishes into new. 

“You need patience,” he said. 
“Skill is all right but patience is 
ia good substitute. 

If the furniture is a piece of 
antique, leave it antique—don’t 
try to modernize it—, the speaker 
said, cautioning against trying to 
make the furniture up-to-date in 
appearance. 

Old finishes should be removed 
before new finishes are added; he 
said. With the old finish gone, the 
surface should be sanded thor- 
oughly and then after each appli- 
cation of the new covering, the 
surface should again be sanded, 
he said. 

Mr. Siegrist said that spirits of 
camphor was very practical in re- 
moving water stains from furni- 
ture.

Moving to combat a serious in- 
dustry problem, the major citrus 
marketing organizations have al- 
located $5,000 to the university of 
California to expedite immediate 
research on navel orange ‘water 
rot” and related pest control prob- 
leras affecting all citrus varieties. 

The move’ was announced by 
Paul S. Armstrong, general man- 
ager of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers exchange, at the weekly meet- 
ing of the exchange board of direc- 
tors. The exchange is contribut- 
ing $4,000 to the fund and other 
shippers are making up the bal- 
ance. 

The University has set up a re- 
search program On the subject but 
it cannot become active until mid- 


summer when the new budget 
goes into effect, Armstrong ex- 
plained. Since the condition is 


prevaient during the rainy season, 
growers are anxious to have the 
work started at once. Funds from 
the emergency budget of the uni- 
versity will supplement the grow- 
ers’ subscription until the regular 
research. of the university may 
become apphwable. 

“Since 1927, when attention was 
first directed to water spotting, 
the problem has been serious in 
years of heavy rainfall,’ Arm- 
strong said, “Following the heavy 
rains last spring, decay as high 
as 40 percent was reported from 
some orchards.” 

Water spot, the forerunner of 
water rot, occurs when the skin of 
the fruit becomes water soaked 
allowing moisture to get below the
